MONSANTO C0. 
10 BUILD BIG WAR 
CHEMICALS PLANT 


and Be Owned by Gov- 
ernment. 


Award of a $2,352,000 War De- 
partment contract to Monsanto 
Chemical Co. for construction of a 
plant to produce chemicals for mil- 
itary use was announced yesterday. 
The plant will adjoin the com- 
pany’s present buildings at Mon- 
santo, Ill. It will be owned by 
the Federal Government, which has 
retained the chemical company to 
construct and operate it on a cost 
Plus fixed fee basis, it was an- 
nounced. 

It_ will produce products to be 
‘used by the chemical warfare serv- 
ice “in connection ‘with the manu- 
facture of gas protective equip- 
ment for troops,”'the War De- 
partment’s - announcement said. 
The site for the new plant is 
ground owned by the Monsanto 
company, which has been leased to 
the Government without charge. 
The Monsanto company request- 
ed, and the Government agreed, 
that the plant be operated and its 
products furnished at cost, with 
no profit accruing to the company, 
the announcement said.

LONDON, Jan..11 (AP).—This 
citadel of Britain stood firm to- 
night against an onslaught of hun- 
dreds of fire and explosive bombs 
dropped by squadrons of heavy Ger- 
man bombers én a short but intense 
raid. : 

The attack threatened but never 
achieved the destruction done. in 
London’s great fire raid of Dec. 
29 on the “City,” London's crowded, 
old financial district. 


If, as it seémed for a while, the 
luftwaffe was trying to repeat that 
devastation on an even wider scale, 
observers said it failed. 
Volunteer fire watchers and 
fighters rallied as incendiaries hur- 
tled down. They extinguished fires 
which were so bright for a time 
that you could read a newspaper on 
the blacked out city’s roofs. 
An Associated Press reporter saw 
at least 50 incendiaries swish‘ to 
the ground at one time and start 
rows of bright’ blue lights. One by 
one they went out as firemén 
reached them. 

St. Paul’s Stands Out. 
The dome of St. Paul's Cathedral 
once again stood out imoressively 
against the flaming backdrop. But; 
unlike the earlier raid, the main 
blazes were speedily put out, even 
in sections where there are no resi- 
dents or night workers and even 
though there were more planes 
and more bombs in a shorter time. 
The strain on fire fighting ap- 
paratus appeared not to be as 
and there was no indication that it 
was necessary to call in fire-fighting 
apparatus from outlying districts. - 
Changing weather conditions were 
believed to have caused the abrupt 
all-clear after about four hours be- 
cause of the risk of landing crashes 
for the homing bombers.

Italian Commander Makes 


No Move to Reinforce 


Besieged Garrison — At- 
tacking Forces Grow in 


Strength. 


CAIRO, Jan. 11 (AP).—Marshal 
Rodolfo Graziani made no move 
today to relieve his beleaguered 
Italian garrison at Tobruk, 80 
miles inside Libya, but the British 
moved up more troops and guns 
under heavy air protection and 


fired shells into the seaport’s semi- 
circle of defenses from four care- 
fully-placed batteries. 

The guns of Tobruk replied, but 
aside from these artillery duels 
there was no fighting reported on 
the fourth day of the siege. 

Royal Air Force patrols were out 
all day yesterday on the road west 
of Tobruk leading to Derna, where 
British mechanized ground forces 
also are operating, but there were 
no conclusive engagements with 
Fascist airmen. The R. A. F. also 
was active in Ethiopia. 

Raids on Alirports. 

In Libya, it was stated, a number 
of Italian planes were destroyed at 
Berka, and at Benina an airdrome, 
runways, hangars and aircraft on 
the ground were hit. 

(The Italians reported that nine 

persons — “all Mohammedans”— 
were killed in a British air raid 
on Tobruk.) 
.In East Africa, it was said, at- 
tacks were made on the Caproni 
airplane workshops at Mai Adaga 
and fires were set off, and troop 
concentrations in the Tashai-Tes- 
genei area were dive bombed. 

An Ethiopidn airdrome at La- 
velo was left in flames and at 
least two Italian planes there de- 
stroyed, the British said, 

At Asmara, the R. A. F. reported, 
“large numbers of bombs were ob- 
gerved to burst among buildings.” 

While the North African armies 
maneuvered for the grand assault 
on Tobruk, the Middle East com- 
mand announced a continuance of 

“vigorous” patrol action against 
the Italians in Ethiopia. 

No details were given of the 
thrusts against Ethiopia from the 
Sudan and Kenya frontiers and the 
action in Libya wag described in a 
sentence: “In the Tobruk area, 
operations are proceeding satisfac- 
torily.” 

Despite his tremendous losses, 
Graziani still has a considerable 
army to the west, but the fact that 
it is not coming up leads the Brit- 
ish to believe that Tobruk will fall 
as did Bardia, Salum and Sidi Bar- 
pani before it. 

Italian Losses at Bardia. 

The size of the Tobruk garrison 
is not known here but it is be- 
lieved to be smaller than that of 
Bardia. The latter turned out to 
be considerably larger than the 
British anticipated, for official fig- 
ures released today put the cap- 
tured, dead and wounded there at 
2041 officers and 42,827 men. Of 
these more than 40,000 were pris- 
oners, for the Italian dead and 
wounded at Bardia did not exceed 


Total Italian losses in the last 
month are figured at 83,500 dead, 
“wounded and imprisoned, from five 
regular divisions and three Black- 
shirt

Despite “light and heavy anti-air- 
craft shells bursting in a continuous 
ring around the docks,” the Brit- 
ish raiders were said to have pene- 
trated the barrage and all were re- 
ported safely back at their bases. 


HAVOC IN NAVAL 
BASE AFTER RAID 


PORTSMOUTH, England, Jan. 11 
(AP).—This British naval station, 
one of the Luftwaffe’s sorely-tried 
targets on the short trip across the 
channel, bore the deep new scars 
today of the Nazi “one-town-a- 
night” blitz attack. 

Leaving the rest of Britain in 
relative peace, Nazi planes streamed 
in over the south coast throughout 
Friday night and dropped hun- 
dreds of fire bombs and high ex- 
plosives on Portsmouth and its 
250,000 inhabitants. ' 

A Government announcement ad- 
mitted “a number of fatalities and 
considerable damage” to buildings 

and homes. 

(Rigid censorship was applied to 
reports on the raid. The first page 
of one dispatch to the Associated 
Press from the bombed city con- 
tained only one word, “Portsmouth.” 
All else had been deleted.) 

Portsmouth, 74 miles southwest 
of London on Spithead, an arm of 
the English Channel, was: an im- 
portant English naval station even 
before the first dockyard was es- 
tablished there in 1540. Today, the 
naval station and arsenal occupies 
four towns, Portsmouth, Portsea, 
Landport and. Southsea. — Ports- 
mouth proper is the garrison town; 
Portsea, the naval station and 
dockyards, Landadport and jSouth- 
sea, the residential areas, | 

Widespread havoc was caused 
by the massed waves of German 
bombers.

AMERICAN FIGHTER PLANES 
USED BY ROYAL AIR FORCE 
DOWN FIRST NAZI BOMBER 


LONDON, Jan. 11:(AP.) 
HE Air Ministry announced 
today that “Germany has 
lost her first bomber to an 
American fighter aircraft flown 
by a British pilot.” 

The ministry told the story 
this way: 

“Three of these (American) 
aircraft were on patrol when 
weather conditions necessitated 
recall to their bases. 

“The leader had actually land- 
ed when he caught sight of a 
JU88 (Junkers bomber). He| ig 
promptly took off again and, 
climbing back into the clouds, 
rejoined his two companions | |¢ 
just as one of them opened fire 
on the raider.

FRENCH FLEET AT ALEXANDRIA 
URGED TO FIGHT WITH BRITAIN 


Vice-Admiral Muselier Broadcasts 
Appeal to Inactive Navy Men 
to Join Struggle. 
LONDON, Jan. 11 (AP). — Vice 
Admiral Emil Muselier, comman- 
der-in-chief of the “free French” 
naval forces which are fighting on 
at Britain’s side, appealed in a 
broadcast tonight to men of the 
inactive French fleet at Alexan- 
dria to join the struggle. 
French units there were disarmed 
after the French armistice. 
“With us you will swear to be 
faithful to the example of all our 
comrades who have fallen since 
the beginning of the war,” the Vice 
Admiral declared.

OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 11 (AP).—

Neither of these effects has been 
noticeable this year, Dr. Moore 
wrote, adding that this was not 
merely his own opinion, but the 
opinion of all the horticulturists at 
the garden.

How greatly Germany’s supplies 
will be augmented has not been 
given out, nor has there been pub-

Dienst adds, however, that al- 
ready—before the first year of the 
treaty has ended—Russia has ful- 
filled its part of the bargain, Ger- 
many, Dienst says, expects to de- 
liver its share of the first year’s 
bargain three months late, or some 
time in May. 

In spite of these belated German 
deliveries, informed sources said, 
an increased amount of grain, pe- 
troleum and other essentials were 
arranged for under the new agree- 
ment. 

“Great Grain Deal.” 
What wes described as “the 
test grain deal in history,” has 
en worked out under the pact 
wigned yesterday, and “many bDil- 
fions of marks” are said to be in- 
wolved in the proposed exchange. 

Dienst asserted that, despite the

CANADA TO BUILD 
U. S-ALASKA AIRWAY 


OTTAWA, Ont., Jan. 11 (AP).— 
Construction of a series of air 
bases between the United States 
border and Alaska, to provide a 
safe year-around airway to Alaska 
for American pursuit planes is 
planned by the Canadian Govern- 
ment, it is reported today. 

The bases will be built by Can- 
ada, it is said, but will be avail- 
able for the use of U. S. military 
planes. 

A commercial route to Alaska 
already is flown winter and sum- 
mer, but military pursuit planes 
of short range need better facili- 
ties to insure adequate landing 
spaces and radio guidance. 

The new bases, it was under- 
stood, also will be able to accom- 
modate the biggest bombers. 

A radio beam, it is said, will be 
installed over the whole route. 
Then, American short-range pur- 
suit ships—vital to Alaskan air 
defense—will be able to fly from 
Selfridge Field, Mich., for instance, 
to Fairbanks ard other Alaskan 
bases without ever losing radio 
guidance. 

The route also is feasible in sum- 
mer for seaplanes, due to numer- 
ous lakes on the way.

Boston dispensary doctors report- 
ed treating an average of 500 cases 
a day, 75 per cent of which were 
grip and influenza.

Many Thousands of Influenza Cases

A “mild epidemic” of influenza 
has broken out in St. Louis with 
36 cases reported to the City Health 
Departmént by physicians in the 
first week of the month, compared 
to none in the comparable week 
last year, Assistant Health Com- 
missioner H. I. Spector said yester- 
day. 

_In addition to the cases reported, 


Dr. Spector said, there are many 
cases of respiratory ailments, not 
sufficiently severe to bé classed 
as flu, which have not been re 
ported to the department. He at- 
tributed the epidemic to weather 
changes and the spread of the 
virus here from other cities. : 
In most cases the flu attack 
lasted three or four days, he said. 
No deaths have been reported.

As I walked down the love- 
ly, wide Paseo de Reforma, a group 
of children stopped me, begging 
for money. There was a woman 
with them, too. They all had the 
soft, liquid eyes of the Indian and 
a sort of gentle passivity. I fished 
for a coin and accidentally dropped 
it. In an instant they were fight- 
ing on the ground, rolling and 
kicking, the woman with all the 
rest. There was something in- 
humanly frantic, horribly savage 
in the y they clawed for the 
coin, lik pack of starving wolves 
yvover a bone. 
Inside the PRM offices, the re- 
porters were ushered into a room 
that had the intertwined red, green 
and white flag of Mexico and the 
white and red banner of the PRM 
at one. end. 


Enter Gen. Jara. 


In a moment Gen. Heriberto Jara, 
the head of the PRM, walked in. 
He was quite a handsome old man, 
stout, with copper colored skin and 
graying hair. He was well dressed 
and wore a wrist watch. 
He released a sensational series 
of documents in code purporting to 
prove that Nazi Germany has sup- 
plied planes and munitions to Gen. 
Juan Andreau Almazan and his fol- 
lowers. The documents were criss- 
erossed. with swastikas, most of 
them drawn the wrong way. Vir- 
tually all the American reporters 
said they doubted their authenti- 
city, but not. the statement that 
the Nazis were helping Almazan. 
As I left, a Mexican reporter 
told me the documents had been 
planted by the British Secret Serv- 
ice. He seemed thoroughly anti- 
Nazi and said the Nazis met at 
the Lady Baltimore restaurant and 


It was disturbing to hear that most 
of them had applied for admission 
to the United States and had been 
refused, 

After they left we talked about 
the difference between them and 
the Spanish refugees. The Spanish 
say they'll be back in Spain fight- 
ing for democracy again within two 
years. They say there is an effi- 
cient underground organization 
operating in Franco Spain and that 
30,000 people are in the moun- 
tains, people who have never 
surrendered. They say, too, that 
overtures have been made them to 
join a British-backed plot of mon- 
archists to overthrow Franco. But 
they will have none of that, they 
say, because the monarchists would 
not mean a free Spain. 

Nov. 18.—I stood in front of the 
National Palace in the Zocolo to- 
day and talked with about a dozen 
Mexicans, selected at random about

CHINESE SAY JAPANESE TRAIN

needed in each case and with com- 
plete equipment to deal with any 
possible threat. These, in turn, must 
be supported by an air force with 
sufficient local strength in each 
case to meet the scale of attack con- 
sidered probable, and capable of 
being reinforced from the great 
central base (the continental United 
States) within a comparatively short 
time, 


Such a system of defended bases 
gives flexibility, freedom of action, 
radius of action for our fleet and 
for the concentrated air power of 
our general headquarters air force. 

Behind this must be a similar sys- 
tem of home bases, organized and 
defended so that none of them can 
be carried by any sudden raid. The 
protection of our coastal cities and 
points of vital importance near the 
coast must be kept in mind as re- 
gards not a full-dress air attack but 
a raid from enemy carriers or from 
a small air base hastily established 
by surprise for the purpose of doing 
what damage it can within its prob- 
able short span of life. 


Local Naval Forces. 


The communications between the 
home bases and the outlying bases 
must be secured by a combination 
of air and naval power: Even in the 
absence of the chief elements of 
the fleet there ought to be local 
naval forces, submarines, minelay- 
ers, patrol craft and the like, suf-

CROWDS IN ILLINOIS CAPITAL 
TO ATTEND INAUGURATICN 


Gov.-Elect Dwight H. Green to Ar- 
rive in Springfield Tomorrow 
for Ceremony. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Jan. 11 
(AP).—Officials busied themselves 
with last-minute preparations today 
for handling expected overflow 
crowds at the inauguration Monday 
of Dwight H. Green as the thir- 
tieth Governor of Illinois. 

The vanguard of the thousands 
who will view the 12-hour program 
of inaugural ceremonies began ar- 
riving today.

Immediately after organization of the 
House, before .any other business is 
taken up, the Speaker opens the returns 
before a majority of each house in the 
General Assembly in joint session, an- 
nounces the totals after any corrections 
and declares elected the person having 
the highest number of votes. In the

The committee petitions the Legisla- 
ture for an “investigation” of the elec- 
tion; to be made before any declaration 
of the winner—that is to say, pending 
completion of the “investigation,” the 
Speaker of the House does not announce 
the winner as shown in the returns and 
no certificate of election is issued. 

The Legislature, in which the Demo- 
crats have a majority of 44 on joint bal- 
lot, adopts a joint resolution to make 
the investigation.

James S. Kemper of Chicago is president of the 
Lumbermen’s Mutual Casualty Co. He is also presi- 
dent of the United States Chamber of Commerce, a 
post which is filled each year by an outstanding 
American business man. In other words, Mr. Kem- 
per is a representative of the nation’s business com- 
munity whose views are entitled to a serious hearing.

“Why did this neighborhood run 
down? Primarily because it was 
not kept up. In order to show how 
slums develop we shall examine one 
of the many three-story houses. In 
1878 Mr. A. built a commodious 
house for his family. There were 


high ceilings, beautiful woodwork 
and an attractive backyard. As the 
years rolled on, Mr. A. moved and 
sold his home to Mr. B. This gen- 
tleman, with no zoning law to pre- 
vent him, converted the one-family 
into a three-family and two years 
later decided to use the basement 
for a store. 


“Neighbors C., D. and E. pro- 
tested vehemently but were help- 
less. Discouraged, they sold their 
properties and moved farther west. 
The new owners of their properties 
soon divided them up for more fam- 
flies and finally one was sold as a 
factory site. This was too much 
for neighbors F. to Z. and one aft- 
er the other they sold and moved 
—often at a loss. Now we had a 
‘spotty’ neighborhood; all who 
could moved away. And so, grad- 
ually and insidiously, another 
slum was born. The houses which 
remained went from bad to worse 
and some intended for one family 
now-shelter five or six families, 
with an additional family tucked 
into the oozy basement. To make 
matters worse, some of the new 
owners build additional houses in 
the backyard, facing on the alley.” 

“Everything But Homes.” 

Wolf recited various advantages 
of the neighborhood, in which the 
Neighborhood Gardens _ ténants 
share, and went on: “Here al- 
ready exists every need for com- 
fortable living, except homes to 
live in.

Whole U. S.-State-Local 
Tax System. Needs Restudy

tion last year of seeing Con- 
gress accept his often repeated 
proposal that the income tax base 
should be broadened, Congress in 
the First Revenue Act of 1940, low- 
ered the personal exemptions for a 
married person from $2500 to $2000, 
and for a single person from $1000 
to $800, thereby increasing the ef- 
fective tax rate for all present tax- 
payers and bringing some 2,290,000 
new taxpayers within the fold. 
Senator La Follette believes that 
the exemptions are now low enough. 
He would, however, in the next re- 
vision, start the surtax rates at 
$3000 instead of $4000 as at present, 
and graduate more steeply the 
surtax rates from the point of de- 
parture up to $50,000—and perhaps 
even higher. He agrees that the 
upper-bratket rates probably could 
not be raised to advantage. 


La Follette’s Proposals. 
Senator La Follette, among oth- 
ers, would seek more revenue from 
the gift and estate tax by reducing 


large rooms, plenty of windows,\the present $40,000 exemption, and 


undoubtedly there will be a strong 
effort in this direction when the 
tax debate gets under way. 


Likewise there will be an effort 
to close what many believe are 
yawning holes in the excess profits 
tax enacted last year. Senator La 
Follette has announced that he will 
carry on his fight, begun last ses- 
sion, for a “real” excess profits tax 
instead of the “hydra-headed and 
ineffectual measure” we now have. 
Administration pressure to 
strengthen the excess profits law is 
foreshadowed in the President’s 
statement in his budget message 
that “because it is the fixed policy 
of the Government that no citizen 
should make any abnormal net 
profit out of national defense, I'am 
not satisfied that existing laws are 
in this respect adequate.” 

It appears that Congress, in re- 
sponse to a desire of the adminis- 
tration, will provide for the taxa- 
tion of income from future issues 
of Federal securities, thus begin- 
ning the demolition of the “cyclone 
cellar” against which a long line 
of Secretaries of the Treasury, in- 
cluding Andrew Mellon, have pro- 
tested. But whether Congress will 
go further at this session and en- 
act the “short and simple” statute 
recommended by the President, 
providing for the reciprocal taxa- 
tion of income from Federal, state 
and. municipal bonds, is question- 
able. 


Powerful Mayors’ Lobby. 
The Mayors’ lobby headed by 
Mayor LaGuardia—incidentally, one 
of the most powerful of all the 
lobbies—has been instrumental in 
blocking this reform.

Already the Treasury has profited 
greatly by the sharp rise in the na- 
tional income beginning in 1939 
after the precipitous drop in the 
“recession” period the previous 
year. For the fiscal year 1940, Fed- 
eral tax receipts rose to around 
six billion dollars. For the fiscal 
year 1941 (the current year, ending 
next June 30), the estimate is about 
$7,300,000,000—a new record, topping 
even the figures for 1920 when 
many of the old wartime rates were 
still in effect. For the fiscal year 
1942—that for which the President 
is now estimating—the expected to- 
tal is nine billion dollars, or three 
billion dollars more than for 1940, 
the last year before the start of the 
present defense program. The Presi- 
dent calculated in his budget mes- 
sage that half of this increase 
would come from the defense taxes 
already enacted by Congress (in 
1940) and. half from the rise in the 
national income, 


The Treasury estimates that if 
the national income were to achieve 
an annual level of 90 billion dollars 
for several years, the existing tax 
structure (as of last Dec. 31, with 
the present defense taxes included) 
would produce around $11,200,000,- 
000 in annual tax liabilities, and 
that under comparable circum- 
stances an annual 100 billion dollars 
of national income — often men- 
tioned by the President as a goal 
within reach—would provide $13,- 
400,000,000. 


National Income - Facts. 


This figure, as it happens, is 
practically what the President has 
budgeted for the fiscal year 1941— 
some $6,500,000,000 for defense and 
$7,000,000,000 for other purposes— 
so that if we were operating on an 
annual $100,000,000,000 of national 
income, we could meet the entire 
Federal budget for fiscal 1941, as 
now outlined, out of the tax rates 
as they now stand. But we are 
still far from the happy state of a 
$100,000,000,000 income, and exist- 
ing rates leave us with the prospect 
of a deficit of at least $6,200,000,000 
for the fiscal year 1941 and, because 
of increased spending for defense, 
a deficit of at least $9,200,000,000 
for the fiscal year 1942—the twelfth 
successive year of the deficits that 
began in 1931 and have run the 
national debt, up to now, to about 
$45,000,000,000. 

The national debt limit, which 
formerly stood at that figure, was 
increased by Congress last June to 
$49,000,000,000. Clearly, it will have 
to be further raised at the present 
session; some time ago Secretary 
Morgenthau indicated that Congress 
would be asked to place it at $60,- 
000,000,000 or $65,000,000,000. On the 
basis of the figures in the current 
budget, and assuming no in 
in the present tax rates, the debt 
will stand at $49,157,000,000 on June 
80 of this year and $58,367,000,000 
a year later. 

These figures assume that the 
deficits will be as set out in the 
President’s budget message, Un- 
less, however, compensating New 
receipts are obtained, the deficits 
will be larger than the indicated 
$15,400,000,000 for this fiscal year 
and the next, for the President's 
expense figures did not include the 
“complementary " which 
he urged should be adopted in aid 
of the nations fighting the dicta- 
tors.

Republicans have de- 
nounced the present proposal as 
illegal, and it may be that any ef- 
fort to open a ballot box will be 
stopped by a voter’s injunction suit.

After Charles Ferguson, chair- 
man of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, had protested against the 
plan of the Democratic Committee, 
charging it was.an attempt to 
“steal the election,” and had de- 
manded that in any proceeding 
all the ballots should be recounted, 
and after there had been numerous 
newspaper editorial demands for a 
recount, Democratic Chairman Hu- 
len and Mayor Bernard F. Dick- 
mann said they wanted the ballots 
recounted. 

That there could be no recount 
under the law in a mere legisla- 
tive investigation appeared as soon 
as lawyers began examining the 
provisions of the Constitution, and 
when Attorney General Roy Me- 
Kittrick, a Democrat, was ques- 
tioned in a caucus of Senate Demo- 
crats Thursday he told them that 
the law prohibited such a recount. 


McKittrick Tells Senators. 


McKittrick told the Senators they 
‘could recount the ballots only in 


the contest provisions of the Con- 
stitution and the statutes based on 
those provisions. McKittrick’s 
opinion, which was in agreement 
with the opinion of James A. Finch, 
Charles E. Rendlen and former Su- 
preme Judge Frank E. Atwood, at- 
torneys for the Republican State 
Committee, was based on Section 
8 of Article 8 of the Constitution, 
which provides: , 

“All elections by the peopl 
shall be by ballot. Every ballot 
shall be numbered in the order 
received and its number record- 
ed by the election officers on the 
list of voters opposite the name 
of the voter who presents it. All 
election officers shall be sworn 
or affirmed not to disclose how 
any voter shall have voted. Pro- 
vided, that in cases of contested 
elections, grand jury investiga- 
tions and in the trial of all civil 
and criminal cases in which the 
violation of any law relating to 
elections, including nominating 
elections, is under, investigation 
or at issue, such officers may be 
required to testify and the bal- 
lots cast may be opened, exam- 
ined, counted, compared with the 
list of voters and received as evi- 
dence.” 

The attorneys held that under 
this constitutional provision ballot 
boxes could be opened only in elec- 
tion contests, grand jury investi- 
gations and certain civil and crimi- 
nal trials. ' 


Blair’s So-Called Contest. 


Taking the Attorney General’s 

opinion into account, the Democrats 
devised the method of the so-called 
contest, under the petition filed 
in the name of James T. Blair Jr., 
Jefferson City lawyer and chair- 
man of the Cole County Democrat- 
ic ,Committee. This was designed 
to give the semblance of legality 
to opening the ballot boxes, as in 
a contest. 
The principal reason attributed 
to the Democratic organization for 
its insistence on the investigation 
method is that only by that means 
would there be a chance of meeting 
the desire of the St. Louis Demo- 
cratic. organization to oust the 
Stark anti-machine Election and 
Police Boards in St. Louis and 
bring about the appointment of 
commissioners they would expect to 
“co-operate” in the mayoralty elec- 
tion in April. 

The machine never has been sat- 
isfied with the , Stark Election 
Board, which has followed a gen- 
eral policy of refusing to appoint 
election judges and clerks recom- 
mended by Hannegan and other 
members of the Democratic City 
Committee. It is only slightly less 
dissatisfied with the Police Board.

Donnell Has No Hecourse. 

If the Democrats carry out the 
State Committee plan, the Republi- 
cang plan to go to the Supreme 
Court with a petition for a writ of 
——— directed Speak- 
er Morris E. Osburn of the House 
of Representatives, in an attempt 
to compel him to announce the re- 
sult of the election for Governor. 
They take the position that when 
the result is announced Donnell 
can take office. 

If they should fail in that court 
procedure, and if the Legislature . 
should seat McDaniel, it is doubt- 
ful that Donnell would have any 
recourse. Some lawyers who hold 
the investigation method to be il- 
legal have expressed the opinion 
that a seating of McDaniel in vio 
lation of the Constitution would 
make possible a quo warranto ac- 
tion to oust him on the ground 
that he had usurped the office. 

However, most lawyers who 
, have looked into the matter seem 
to be of the opinion that Don- 
nell’s only hope would Hie in insti- 
tuting a contest against McDan- 
lel, but that would be asking a 
Legislature which had seated Mc- 
co to oust him through a con- 


While it might appear that any 
person could institute an election 
contest, the fact is that the State 
law provides only that he may file 
a petition in the House of Repre- 
sentatives setting up the grounds 
on which he proposes to contest 
and asking permission to present 
his proof. The Legislature may 
grant or refuse permission. If it 
refuses, the applicant is denied the 


: right of contest. 


Constitation and Statutes. 

The problem goes to the Legisla- 
ture for decision because of the pro- 
visions of the Constitution and the 
statutes providing that the election 
returns on all State offices shall be 
canvassed by the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives in the 
presence of the members of the 
Senate and House, the result an- 
nounced and the candidate for each 
office receiving the highest vote 
shall be declared elected. 

If there should be a tie vote on 
any office, the Legislature would 
elect the officer. Under the Con- 
stitution, a contest is tried by the 
Legislature, which appoints a com- 
mittee to open ballot boxes and 
hear the evidence. 

The returns which the Speaker 
of the House receives are from the 
Boards of Election Commissioners 
of St. Louis, Kansas City and St. 
Louis and Jackson counties, and 
the county clerks of the counties 
of the State where there are no 
election boards. 

Precinct election officials count 
the ballots and report the results 
to the electi boards or county 
clerks, who tabulate the returns of 
all precincts within their jurisdic- 
tions. These tabulations are then 
forwarded to the Secretary of State 
for delivery to the Speaker of the 
House. The Secretary of State 
makes a tabulation including al) 
returns of all counties and the City 
of St. Louis. . 

While, technically, the law re- 
quires the Speaker to check the re- 
turns, in actual practice a commit- 
tee is appointed and it ordinaril 
accepts the Secretary of State’s tab- 
ulation, 

In the present case, the proposal, 
which was carried out, was of the 
Democratic State Committee that 
the Speaker refuse to announce 
the vote on Governor, and that 
the Legislative Committee be ap- 
pointed to conduct an investigation.

If there seems to be something 
missing at the next Washington 
University basketball game at the 
Field House, take a second look at 
the backboards that hold the bas- 
kets—they'll be considerably small- 
er than before.

Judnich Topped All A. L. 
First-Year Men in Slugging

No use denying the fact that Joe Devine, Yankee scout, knows a 
ball player when he sees him, despite the athlete’s youth. Walter Jud- 
nich, who played such a great game in center field for the Browns 


during the 1940 season, is one of Devine’s finds, 


In fact, Walter was 


just 17 years of age when Devine spotted him playing high school and 
Junior American Legion League baseball. 


“Would you like to play profes- 
sional baseball?” asked Joe. 

“Would I?” replied Walter. 
“Where do you want me to go and 
when do I start?” 

Walter was on his way to Akron, 
O., a Yankee farm, within a few 
days. That was in 1935. He ad- 
vanced to Norfolk in '36, to New- 
ark and Oakland in ‘37, then to 
Kansas City in ‘38 and back to 
Newark in '39. Devine kept his eye 
on him as the youngster progressed 
and a year ago said Walter was 
ready for the Yankees. Devine was 
probably right, but Judnich did not 
%oin the Yankees. 

The Yankee management figured 
it was well set with outfielders 
with Joe DiMaggio, George Sel- 
kirk, Tommy Henrich, Charlie Kel- 
ler and Jake Powell and could well 
afford to sell Judnich to St. Louis, 
That proved to be a very lucky in- 
vestment for the Browns, for Wal- 
ter demonstrated he war far above 
the average rookie in ability. 

First of all, he made 24 home 
runs, the only freshman to hit more 
than a score of four-sackers in 
1940. He made them off some good 
pitchers, too—two apiece off Ba- 
bich, Bridges and Harder, three off 
Steve Sundra and one each off such 
skillful hurlers as Newsom, Lyons, 
Al Smith, Rowe and Hudson. He 
gathered five hits in six times at 
bat in one game, two singles, two 


doubles and a home run. Twice he 
hit two homers in a game. He 
scored four runs once. He made 
two triples in another contest. He 
drove in four runs five times. 


He led all the first-year men in 
the American League with a bat- 
ting average of .303. Incidentally, 
he batted .838 against New York. 
The Yankee hurlers had him baf- 
fled at the start of the season, but 
in the last seven contests, he col- 
lected 18 hits. 


In making 24 home runs, Judnich 
not only led the Browns in four- 
baggers, but also joined the select 
circle of Americah Leaguers who 
have made 20 or more homers in 
their first full season in the cir- 
cult. Rudy York and Hal Trosky 
are the leaders in that respect, each 
with 35 freshman homers, followed 
by Ted Williams with 31, Joe Di- 
Maggio with 29, Henry Bonura with 
27, Kent Keltner with 26 and Bob 
Johnson with 21. Babe Ruth made 
29 in 1919, his first year to appear 
in 100 games, and made 54 his first 
full season. But he had been in the 
league as a pitcher for several 
years. 

Hitting home runs is no novelty 
for Judnich. He made eight his 
first year out with Akron, 24 in 
1936 at Norfolk, 11 in Oakland in 
B7, 22 with Kansas City in ’38, and 
21 with Newark in ‘39. Three 
times he has driven in more than 
100 runs, turning the trick at Nor- 
folk, Kansas City and Newark.

The first night at 138th Infantry 
officers’ mess the Adjutant read 
a letter from Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall, Army Chief of Staff, ad- 
dressed to all officers. In restrained 
army language it stated who is at 
camp and why they are there. 


“The men selected for service,” 
Gen. Marshall said, “together with 
those now enlisting, are representa- 
tive of the citizen-soldier who has 
always defended our nation in the 
past. These men come from all 
walks of life, with widely varying 
degrees of education, intelligence 
and native ability. They differ in 
racial characteristics, religion, phi- 
losophy, social training, physical 
development and material wealth. — 

“It will tax the skill and wisdom 
of leaders of all ranks to mold 
these citizen-soldiers into a unified

“There must be no pampering of 
individuals, no distinctions between 
men because of their previous mili- 
tary experience or condition of en- 
try into the service.

on Tuesday morning, and by the

It has 26 open and seven closed 
wards, with a total bed capacity of 
1000, and plans already drawn up 
for an additional 500 beds. 

Col. Beck led the way down the 
sunny halls to the ward which 
housed the first patients. The room

from antiseptics. The wood floor 
had been waxed and there were 
about 30 beds in the room. None 
of the men in bed appeared to be 
very sick. The Colonel went up to 
each man and asked him how he 
felt. In most cases the response 
was: “Fine.” 

In the next ward there were sev- 
eral men who hardly opened their 
eyes when the Colonel patted their 
legs. In each case the Colonel felt 
the man’s forehead or neck and 
told him he had a little fever. It 
turned out about half the men in 
this ward were running tempera- 
tures, the highest 102. 

“If this is a flu epidemic,” the 
Colonel said as we left the ward, 
“it’s certainly a very mild one.” 

Each regiment has its own dis- 
pensary for the handling of minor 
ailments, and its own prophylactic 
station, which is open all night. 
There is very little organized vice 
in Little Rock and the regimental 
medical aids have not yet had to 
worry about the venereal disease 
problem.

The basic emotional need of each 
individual for a sense of achieve- 
ment can be met satisfactorily in 
school, on the playground, and on 
the job. But the deeper needs for 
affectional security and affectional 
response can be satisfactorily met 
only through the family circle. 
They are the “vitamins” which 
make for wholesome development. 


It is this influence we must pre- 
serve in our civilization today—this 
family circle, It is especially im- 
portant that it be kept intact in 
America. The family is necessary 
to democracy. The one can’t exist 
without the other. Strong family 
relationships are likely to make 
for a strong nation. 


In other parts of the world, po- 
litical philosophies have under- 
mined family strength, have tried 
to transfer the individual’s sense of 
security from the family circle to 


the state. But no other organiza- ~ 


tion can substitute for the natural 
development of the family. 


This is a basic need today as 
much as it was when America’s 
pioneers were cutting trails across 
the continent. In some respects the 
family has changed, but in its es- 
sential character—its ability to pro- 


‘ vide emotional stability—it remains

This is another in a series of ar- 
ticles about one-time immigrants 
who have made St.Louis a better 
city in which to live. 


WN the year 1907, the United States 
] openea her arms to 1,285,349 im- 

migrants—people from all coun- 
tries, from the far corners of the 
earth, young and old, rich and poor, 
good and bad, but all convinced 
that America offered something 
that could be found in no’ other 
land. The year 1907 marked the 
heaviest immigration on record and 
among the people who came here 
in that year seeking a new life and 
a new happiness was a bright-eyed 
lad of 16 by the name of Louis 
Szika. 

Small for his age, young Louie 
Szika entered America with a gun- 
ny sack over each shoulder, drag- 
ging a wooden trunk by a rope, 
In the gunny sacks were loaves 
of bread, cured meats, home-knit- 
ted socks, bags of poppy seeds— 
bon voyage gifts that had been 
given him by friends and relatives 
when he left his native town of 
Bocsar in the township of Banad 
in that section of Europe that was 
then Hungary and which is now 
Yugoslavia. 


And so, at exactly 15 minutes be- 
fore noon on the twenty-fifth day 
of September in the year 1907, Louis 
Szika began a new life. His stake 
was two gunny sacks full of food, 
a trunk full of keepsakes, and a 
heart full of hope that some place 
in the United States someone might 
have a job for a young Hungarian 
who knew the barber business. 


Today, Louis Sika—as he now 
spells his name—has a barber shop 
of his own. He has a wife and a 
married daughter. He has a nice 
home and he has, above all, a com- 
plete loyalty to the land that took 
him in without question, gave him 
all that any modest man could ask 
for, and asked only in return that 
he believe in that land and that 
way of living. 

“T live here better than the kings 
in. Europe,” Louis Sika - laughed 
happily the other evening as he 
tola me of his humble beginnings 
and the success that has been his 
“Here I can go 
any place and do anything. Nobody 
bothers me: On Sundays I go driv- 
ing with my wife in my automobile. 
I listen to the 
radio. I drink a glass of beer. And 
I think, no matter how hard I 
would have worked in Europe, I 
would not have all this.” foe 

The town of Bocsar in which 
Leuis Sika was born was a Hun- 
garian village of some 800 people. 
The land about the hamlet was not 
over-fertile but from it the towns- 
people had their living. Like others 
of the peasant community, Louie’s 
father had his small acreage out- 
side the town which he tilled to 
feed his wife and seven children. 
‘But Louie himself had no taste for 
farming and at the age of 12 decid- 
ed that he would be a barber. 

“T was the runt of the family,” 
explains Louis, who stands only an 
inch over five feet, “and it was a 
question of finding something I 
could do for my size.” 

From their meager savings, Louis’ 
parents gave him enough money to 
get to Szeded which was then the 
second largest city in Hungary 
and 200 miles away from Bocsar. 
In Szeded, 12¢year-old Louis ap- 
prenticed himself to a barber and 
for three years worked without pay 
while he learned the trade. He 
lived at the home of the master 
barber, worked 15 hours a day and 
at the end of three years received 
his certificate of proficiency and an 
offer of five kronen a week to re- 
main in the shop where he had 
served his apprenticeship. : 

“That five kronen would have 
meant about a dollar a week in 
American money and was not bad 
pay for the times in Hungary,” 
says Louis, “but I was not satisfied. 
Always in the back of my mind 
was the idea that if I could just 
get to America, I could do better.” 

Finally after four years in 
Szeded, Louis determined to wait 
no longer, With a few kronen in 


his pocket, he went back to Boc- 
sar and from an aunt who was a 
little better fixed than his parents, 
he borrowed the money for pas- 
sage to America. And early in 
September, 1907, he sailed from 
Hamburg in the steerage of the 
Kaiserin. Augusta Victoria. 


“lI was so young and gay and 
happy,” Louis Sika laughs now 
when you mention that it was 
quite an adventure for a 16-year- 
old boy to tackle alone. “I was so 
anxious to get to America, that I 
forgot to be frightened. It trou- 
bled me a little that I had so little 
money but when I saw those peo- 
ple in the steerage that were even 
poorer than me I forgot about my- 
self and shared the food in my 
gunny sacks with them.”

N the boat, young Louie made 
0 friends with the ships’ crew and 

in return for hair cuts and 
shaves he was allowed to eat in the 
ship’s kitchen, as much food and as 
often as he wanted. The meals and 
a chance he got to play cupid be- 
tween a German fellow and a 
Hungarian girl who fell in love on 
the boat stand out in his mind as 
the highlights of the long crossing 
to that strange and wondrous place 
called America which, like a mag- 
net, was drawing people by the 
thousands from all parts of the 
earth. 


“T had the idea that America 


was a pretty good place and it only 


took me a couple of hours to de- 
cide that it was even better than 
my idea,” Louis says now. “For 
my first meal in America I had 
string beans and peas out of sea- 
son. It made no difference to me 
that they came out of a can. They 
were still out of season. In the 
old country in those days the 
workers could not afford such 
things, even out of tin cans.”

garians from Bocsar had immi- 
grated before him, 16-year-old 
Louis Sika boarded a train in New 
York and spent the long days on 
the trip with his nose flattened 
against the train window. But at 
last the trip was over and Louis 
Sika was in St. Louis, the town he 
had chosen for the start of his new 
life in a new country. 

The rest of the story of Louis 
Sika is a simple one. He worked

hard, saved a little as he went 
along, acquired his own shop and 
fitted himself so neatly into the 
pattern of American life that there 
are today only two things that re- 
main to identify him as a man 
of foreign birth. One is a slight 
Hungarian accent and the other is 
appreciation of the American way 


— 


of living. Unlike many native born 
Americans, Louis Sika does not 
simply take this country and what 
it means for granted. He is happy 
here and he loses no opportunity to 
talk of his happiness. 
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N 1913 after barbering in various 
| shops in St. Louis and after only 

six years in the United States, he 
acquired his own barber shop. The 
day that he opened his own shop 
marks one of the most important 
dates in his life—but second in im- 
portance to May 15, 1911, the day he 
married Alice Webber, daughter of 
a St. Louis shoe cobbler. 


Louis has been in his present shop 
at 4703 Virginia avenue since 1928. 
He has a degree in barber science, 
and upstairs over his barber shop 
he has his offices where he does 
his work as a scalp and hair spe- 
cialist. This work he has mastered 
since coming to this country by 
night study and schooling. 


A pleasant fellow with deep laugh 
wrinkles around his snapping 
brown eyes, Sika, who has just 
celebrated his fiftieth birthday, was 
rejected during the last war be- 
cause of his eyes and because, he 
says, “I am such a shrimp, I guess 
they thought they could get bigger 
fellows.” But to do his bit, Louie 
hung a sign out in front of his 
shop offering free hair cuts and 
shaves to any boy in uniform. Now 
for the second time, that sign hangs 
on the front of Louie’s barber shop.

On white paper in red and blue 
letters, it reads “Free Barber Serv- 
ice to Men Wearing U. S. A. Service 
Uniform.” 


“It is,” says Louie, “little enough. 
I'd like to do more.”

NLIKE a great many folks of 
[J toreizn birth who perpetuate 
the customs and sentiments of 
their native countries through social 
organizations, Sika belongs to no 
Hungarian societies. “I’m 100 per 
cent American,” he says, “and I 
don’t believe in foreign societies. 
American societies are good enough 
for me.” 


Proud of his home at 5215 Louis- 
iana avenue, he likes nothing bet- 
ter than to invite guests in for 
what he laughingly calls a little 
“Southern hospitality” and as he 
showed this reporter through the 
spick-and-span four-room flat he 
said, “In the old country I could 
work like a slave and I would have 
nothing like this.” 


A citizen of the United States 
for 25 of the 33 years, he has no 
patience with folks who bemoan 
their lot in the United States. 


“There is no excuse,” he says, 
“for complaining. The other day 
a man came into my shop com- 
plaining about his lack of educa- 
tion and then I lose my temper. 
Here there is no excuse for not 
having an education. If you can’t 
go to day school, you can go to 
night school and if you can’t go 
to night school you can take educa- 
tion from a correspondence school. 
Here in America what a man has 
depends upon himself and if he 
can’t make a living in America he 
couldn’t make a living any place in 
the world.” ⸗ 

And Louie Sika speaks from ex- 
perience. For a lad who landed 
in America with only two gunny 
sacks full of dry bread and cured 
meat and a trunk full of knick- 
knacks, he has done well.

‘Flight Command,’ About the Navy's 
Fighters, Offers New Set of Thrills.

ATIONAL defense continues apace, whatever the latest low- 
N down from Washington, and if the European bullies don’t back 
'“ down before they get to us, we'll be ready. Just wait until our 
boys get a crack at them, you tell yourself, while seeing “Flight 
Command” at Loew’s Theater. They’d better not get tough with us, 
we'll sic Robert Taylor on ‘em. 

In all seriousness, there is something comforting about this cine- 
matic visit to the naval air station at North Islahd, San Diego. The 
sight of our own metal bumblebees looking for something to sting 
even makes us boast. Who invented dive bombing, anyway? Who can 
do it best? Who has the most aircraft carriers, the most factories, 


the biggest oceans? Who has California? Who has Hollywood? 
Who has Robert Taylor? Hot-ziggety! 


“Flight Command” follows a standard Hollywood pattern for 
service pictures, detailing the troubles of a cocky tenderfoot, but the 
draftsmanship is such that the film is far from an obsolete job. 


The Hell Cats at San Diego are a proud lot and when a cadet 
from Pensacola is brought in to close their ranks, they resent it. 
Along with that, the cadet, our own .Bobby, has his grief with the 
machinery and gets in a romantic situation with the squadron com- 
mander’s wife,. Ruth Hussey, that has all the lads thinking the 
worst of him. Only heroism can clean the slate so he goes on a 
cruise with the fleet and not only lands his own plane safely in a fog, 
but brings in everybody else as well. He has perfected a fog device, 
incidentally, that is ready for use when he needs it. 


Happily there is nothing familiar about an emergency, even if 
you faced it yesterday, so the perils in “Flight Command” are in 
some ways as agonizing as those in “Test Pilot” and “Ceiling Zero.” 
Taylor makes a forced landing at his very arrival and recalls a 
headline tragedy of only last week. Even the scheduled maneuvers 
of the Hell Cats in target practice are full of gasps and when Taylor 
gets tangled in a sleeve target the suspense is murderous. The final 
episode has everybody up in the air, spectators as well as partici- 
pants. 

Loew’s second film is “Dulcy,” which goes back to the time when 
Harding was in the White House and Ann Sothern, present star of 
the comedy, still in grade school. Dulcy is the name of the main 
character and she is gifted with that perpetually stalled intelligence 
that has made her a sister to Ogden Nash’s Emily, Anita Loos’ 
Lorelei and George Burns’ Gracie, Beautiful but dumb, they used 
te call it. They need a new phrase. 


Dulcy’s mind moves, if at all, in its own orbit. Dulcy: has said 
all the obvious things, done all the blundering ones, nearly drives 
everybody crazy but emerges a heroine. Although the comedy is an 
old one and times have changed, Ann Sothern plays Dulcy as the 
paragon of vagueness she should be. She is so vague she even amazes 
Billie Burke, who is in the same feature. 

Miss Sothern doesn’t promote the business affairs of her husband, 
as did her predecessor in the role, Miss Lynn Fontanne. And the busi- 
ness isn’t imitation jewelry but, since national defense is so bullish, air- 
Plane motors. Maybe “Dulcy” isn’t as funny as it once was. It still 
affords laughs and it does very well on the double bill.

Golschmann commissioned Mil- 
haud to arrange the Couperin num- 
ber when he visited him in Cali- 
fornia last summer. The two selec- 
tions were taken from 12 thick vol- 
umes written. by Couperin, sur- 
named “Le Grand,” great French 
composer and organist of the sev- 
enteenth century and most eminent 
of a family of distinguished musi- 
cians, 

Couperin’s works were created 
for a small ensemble of instruments 
and are unfamiliar to music pat- 
rons. Local concertgoers, however, 
had a taste of one of his works a 
few seasons ago, whén Golschmann 
introduced a suite which he had Ro- 
land Manuel orchestrate. Milhaud, 
whose composing ability ranks with 
that of the best of contemporary 
composers, has faithfully followed 
the original text of the Couperin 
compositions.
